Nipping A Stone 
In The Bud 


Passing a milestone is not nearly 
as painful as passing a kidney 
stone. As a matter of fact, few con­ 
ditions are as distressing, and it is 
little wonder that those who have 
had the experience wiU do anything 
to stave off recurrences. Further­ 
more, the vlctkn welcomes a hypo­ 
dermic injection of morphine to 
ease the unb earab le pain. 
The nature and process of kidney 
wicull are not too well understood. 
There are various 
t yp e s and. as 
might b e expected, no single factor 
is responsib le for all of them. Some 
we associated with infection; others 
develop when the passageway from 
the kidney b ecomes narrowed or 
b locked. An unb alanced diet is said 
to play a role in certain cases- too 
much of one kind or food is consum­ 
ed b y one individual and too little 
b y another. Now and then metab olic 
disturb ances are said to b e the cul­ 
prits. Since all these factors are in- 
J^lved In the cause, they also must 
he t a k e n into consideration in 
treatment and prevention.

Judging b y 
the list of names the Stevenson 
managers gave out as. “swinging” 
toward the Democratic nominee, it 
is prob ab le that a majority voted 
Democratic in the last 20 ye&is 
anyhow. It would b e interesting to 
know 
their previous 
affiliations, 
especially in 1944 and 1948. 
There has, of course, b een a swing 
Of so-caUed “Intellectuals” to Stev­ 
enson, 'neat’s natural. For many 
of the “intellectuals” are super- 
sensiuve on the McCarthy issue and 
not a few of them have b een sym­ 
pathetic with the opposition side. 
In that respect, Governor Stevenson 
Is a logical b eneficiary of their votes. 
Used Pressman’s Language 
In hi* Detroit speech last week, 
the Illinois governor gave sub stan­ 
tial evidence as to why he Is at­ 
tracting the so-called “intellectuals.” 
After describ ing the 1934 depression 
—which he attrib uted not to world­ 
wide causes, as disinterested testi­ 
mony has since proved, b ut to the 
Repub lican administration in Wash­ 
ington—he said: 
It is little wonder that across 
th* land men and women—and es­ 
pecially the young—b egan to drift 
toward the terrib le conclusion that 
free government had reached ehe 
end of Its rope. 
Reaching out for a solution—any 
solution — the Communist agents 
found ready converts among the un­ 
employed. the farmers, the workers. 
It was then that so many Intellec­ 
tuals, witnessing the devastation of 
capitalism and the menacing rise of 
Hitler, b ecame entangled in the 
Communist conspiracy.” 
When the governor speaks of "in­ 
tellectuals” b ecoming entangled in 
z communism and gives the reasons. 
It is an odd coincidence that his 
researchers gave him almost the 
very same language as was used b y 
Lee Pressman, general coimsel of 
the CIO and a confessed Commun­ 
ist, in his testimony b efore the 
House Un-American Activities Com­ 
mittee on August 28. 1950, when he 
said: 
“In the early 1930’s, Mr. Chair­ 
man. as you may recall, as well as 
other memb ers of this committee, 
there was a very severe depression 
in our country. Tlie future looked 
b lack for my generation just emerg­ 
ing from school. At the same time, 
the growing specter of nazism In 
Germany presented to my mind an 
equally grave threat. In my desire 
to see the destruction of Hitlerism 
and an improvement in economic 
conditions here at home, I Joined 
the Communist group In Washing­ 
ton ab out 1934.” 
It was testified b y two witnesses 
b efore 
congressional 
committees 
that Alger Hiss was a memb er of 
this same “group." 


, Mr. Pressman says he left the 
"group” a year later and “discon- 
tlnued any further participation In 
the group from that date tin the 
present.” But on further question­ 
ing, he conceded that It did not 
mean he had severed all connections 
with the Communist party. His 1950 
testimony continued:

Tories Feel Better 


The annual conference of the British Conservatives 
th a t opened on Friday at Scarborough was reported to 
radiate a little more optimism —or at least a little less 
gloom—than had seemed likely a m onth before. This 
w asn’t because of anything the Conservative govern­ 
m ent had been accomplishing. It was due, rather, to 
the deep split in the Labor party revealed at Its recent 
conference at Morecambe. 
Up to the Morecambe conference, Labor was wide­ 
ly expected to win the next general elections. At More­ 
cambe, however, the Labor insurgents led by Aneurin 
Bevan, demanding lower arm am ent expenditures and 
less “subservience” to the United States, were in the 
ascendancy by a m argin much larger th an had been 
predicted. The Bevan forces won all six of the open 
contests for places on the party’s 27-man national 
executive committee. 
Among the defeated candidates was Herbert Morri­ 
son, who is deputy Labor leader in the House of Com­ 
m ons and had been considered the probable successor 
to form er Prime M inister Attlee In the party leader­ 
ship. The Conservatives, united under Churchill de­ 
spite some off-the-record grumbling against his lead­ 
ership, are hoping th at their labor opponents are be­ 
coming as disunited by Bevan as by Labor Prime Mini­ 
ster J. Ramsay MacDonald 21 years ago. 
In the economic and financial crisis of 1931, Mac­ 
Donald called for a cut in social-welfare expenditures, 
especially unemployment compensation (the “dole”), 
In what proved his vain attem pt to keep B ritain on the 
gold standard. Most of his cabinet and of the Labor 
members in Parliam ent refused to follow him. 
Thereupon MacDonald formed a new government 
In coalition with the Conservatives and Liberals, and 
this was overwhelmingly supported in the general 
elections called to support the coalition. 


Shortage Of Chemists 


American Chemical Society is worried by figures 
which show th a t recruitm ent of technically trained 
youngsters is far below minimum needs. A survey sub­ 
m itted at the society’s annual meeting in Atlantic City 
shows th a t the num ber of young chemists and chemical 
engineers graduating from technical schools and col­ 
leges during the next two years will be only half the 
num ber which was graduated in the years 1949 and 
1950. 
Not only are present senior classes about half the 
size of the comparable pre-K orean classes, but so are 
freshm en groups. There are few indications th a t the 
trend will soon be reversed. 
W ith typical analytical zeal the chem ists have 
started looking for ways to force a new, favorable 
trend into being, if possible. Dr. Samuel C. Lind, a top 
atom ic chemist, suggests th a t Congress give college 
scholarships to a num ber of sm art high school students 
who show scientific bent on the basis of competitive 
exam inations. Dr. Lind said th a t only half of the upper 
IO per cent of high school graduates go to college, and 
the reasons, he feels, are predom inantly financial. 
Industry is doing an increasingly bigger job of 
supplying scholarships for technically minded men 
and making industry more attractive as a lifetime 
career. Certainly the young men who do emerge from 
technical schools nowadays can Just about write their 
own tickets in industry. 


Move For Austrian Treaty 


The Government of Austria has announced th a t 
it Is bringing the question of an Austrian peace treaty 
before the UN General Assembly. However, the as­ 
sembly would have difficulty in doing anything about 
a treaty th a t would be effective as long as the Soviet 
Union occupies part of Austria, including a section of 
Vienna, and still rejects certain treaty provisions in­ 
sisted on by the other three states in m ilitary occupa­ 
tion of Austria — the U, S., Britain, and France. 
In the seven years since the end of World War II, 
the 
Am erican-British-French 
representatives 
have 
held more than 250 fruitless sessions with the Rus­ 
sians on a full-sized peace treaty (59 articles) with 
Austria. The three Allies, despairing of full agreem ent, 
finally proposed last March a short treaty of only 
eight articles, later enlarged to 12. 
The Russians condemn the short treaty, even 
though the Allies agreed to put into it the Russian de­ 
m ands for an Austrian army limited to 53,000. Includ­ 
ing gendarm erie; for strong de-Nazification steps by 
Austria; and for certain guaranties by Austria. The 
Russians are now saying th a t no peace treaty is practi­ 
cable until a new settlem ent is made on the Free State 
of Trieste. All the evidence indicates th a t the Russians 
do not w ant a peace treaty, whatever its provisions, 
because without one they can continue legally to keep 
their armed forces in Austria and don't have to com­ 
pensate for the Austrian assets they have seized. 


He Knows Their Flyways 


Frederick C. Lincoln Is a veteran of the U. S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service. Now that he is getting along in 
life he can take satisfaction in his status as the recog­ 
nized pioneer and leading authority on the m igration 
of birds. 
For the past several years the open seasons and 
bag limits for waterfowl have been fixed only after 
careful study of the ••flyways” which Lincoln defines 
after studying returns of bird bands. Lincoln’s office, 
in spring, receives reports on young ducks of many 
kinds from all parts of Canada Knowing which line of 
flight those ducks will take from their particular 
breeding grounds, he can help make intelligent regula­ 
tions for the states they will visit in fall and winter. 
Lincoln-based studies of bird-banding experiments 
are of long standing and great value. But few persons 
know th at 1.000.000 ducks and geese and 5.000 other 
birds, large and small, have been banded in the past 
few decades. Thousands of men, women and children 
trap and band birds as a hobby—for the thrill of hear­ 
ing where their avian friends went or where strangers 
came from. And the duck hunter who mails an alum ­ 
inum band to W ashington can be sure he is adding to

Nipping A Stone 
In The Bud 


Passing a milestone is not nearly 
as painful as passing a kidney 
stone. As a matter of fact, few con­ 
ditions are as distressing, and it is 
little wonder that those who have 
had the experience will do anything 
to stave off recurrences. Further­ 
more, the victim welcomes a hypo­ 
dermic injection of morphine to 
ease the unbearable pain. 
The nature and process of kidney 
calculi are not too well understood. 
There are various t y p e s and, as 
might be expected, no single factor 
is responsible for all of them. Some 
are associated with infection; othera 
develop when the passageway from 
the kidney becomes narrowed or 
blocked. An unbalanced diet is said 
to play a role in certain cases; too 
much of one kind or food is consum­ 
ed by one individual and too little 
by another. Now and then metabolic 
disturbances are said to be the cul­ 
prits. Since all these factors are in­ 
volved in the cause, they also must 
be t a k e n into consideration in 
treatment and prevention. 


Most of the prophylactic plans to 
date have centered about a dietary 
routine, provided the chemical com­ 
position of the stone is known. By 
omitting certain foods, the offending 
agent is eliminated or the acidity or 
alkalinity of the urine is altered to 
check the tendency toward crystail- 
zation. 
In more recent years, D o c t o r s 
Arthur J. Butts and Ernest a . Hau­ 
ser have been experimenting with 
jellylike substances called colloids. 
Crystals in the urine are known to 
play a role in renal stones and 
crystalization is discouraged when a 
particular colloid co-exiats. T h e 
combination usually is f o u n d in 
healthy persons who. in the circum­ 
stances, are not rock formers. The 
turning point in the investigation 
came when Dr. B u t t s discovered 
that individuals with kidney stones, 
or those who had them in the past, 
showed a scarcity of urinary col­ 
loids. In a later study, it was found 
that women had more colloids than 
men. which may explain the higher 
incidence of calculi in the male sex. 
The concentration of colloid par­ 
ticles in pregnant women greatly 
surpasses that of the nonpregnant, 
substantiating another known fact 
that stone formation during preg­ 
nancy is rare. 


It then was learned that by in­ 
jecting an enzyme, hyaluronidase, . 
beneath the skin, urinary colloids 
could be increased. The colloids 
which were released not only dis­ 
persed the crystalline matter pres­ 
ent but inhibited the formation of 
new crystals. This finding was re­ 
checked by examining the urine 
under the ultramicroscope, where 
“the particles appear as 
bright 
discs in a state of ceaseless agitated. 
zigzag, erratic movement” Following 
the hyaluronidase. there is gradual 
clearing of the solution. 
The practical aspects of this re­ 
search have not been e x p l o r e d 
thoroly. So far there is no evidence 
that atones are dissolved, but it may 
be that new ones will not appear. 
This occurred in 30 patients who 
had suffered attacks of renal colic 
at intervals over a period of years. 
Some support is given to the results 
because no other treatment h a d 
been effective prior to that time in 
checking a t o n e formation. The 
remedy has one drawback. Daily in­ 
jectors are needed and, although 
many stone victims will do anything 
to ward off an attack, there Is a 
limit to their tolerance.

John L. Lewis Miffs W age Stabilizer Cox; GOP Removed Rent Controls At

The Commander-In-Chief 


I fear that I, like so many other 
Americans, have accepted the term 
“commander-in-chief” too loosely as 
applied to the President of the 
United States. 
This question la 
currently 
pertinent, since 
Harry 
Truman has taken to the hustings 
to assault all and aundry with such 
violence that one wonders whether 
he think* that he is running against 
Taft. Eisenhower or Stevenson. 
His attacks on General Eisen­ 
hower imply an expertness on the 
part of Captain Harry Truman, 
commander-in-chief. 
Harry Tru­ 
man cannot contend that Eisen­ 
hower does not know his business 
because he appointed lite to be chief 
of staff, which Justifies the assump­ 
tion that, in Truman's opmion, the 
general was the most suitable man 
in this country for the poet. 
Or, 
does Truman wish us to believe that 
he picks public officials without 
regard to their suitability? As the 
power of appointment is the Presi­ 
dent's, the responsibility for the 
appointee's fitness is the President's. 
On the subject of commander-ln- 
chief, the Constitution in Article 
II, Section 2. provides: 
“The President shall be com- 
mander-in-chief of the Army and 
Navy of the United States, and of 
the militia of the several .states, 
when called into the actual service 
of the United States. . .” 


Generally, 
Presidents 
have 
recognized all the limitations in 
this clause. 
The post of com- 
mander-in-rhief 
affects 
only 
those actually engaged in mili­ 
tary service. 
The commander- 
in-chief is not a military dic­ 
tator with unlimited powers over 
the whole population. 


As far back as 1850, the Supreme 
Court held that "as commander-in- 
chief he is authorized to direct the 
movementsgof the land and naval 
forces placed by law at his com­ 
mand. and to employ them in the 
manner he may deem most effectual 
to harass and conquer and subdue 
the enemy 
He may invade the 
hostile country and subject it to 
the sovereignty and authority of 
the United States.” 
Therefore, the responsibility for 
anything that was done by General 
Eisenhower or General George Mar­ 
shall or General Lucius Clay or 
General Douglas MacArthur or any 
other general or admiral is Harry 
Truman’s while he served as Presi­ 
dent. 
If. instead of dismissing men 
for their errors, he promotes them, 
I)

then we must assume that he ap­ 
proved of what he now chooses to 
regard as errors. 
It is too late in 1952 for the 
President to criticize a subordinate, 
as Eisenhower then wa*, for his 
conduct In 1945. 


Harry Truman's difficulty is 
that while he says he likes Ike, 
he wants to give the public the 
impression that Eisenhower was 
a less competent general than 
we believe him to be because 
he does not understand politics.

What he did then wr- In the 
exercise of Constitutional powers 
and within his responsibility as 
commander-in-chief What he says 
now is small-time politics. 
Eisenhower’s defense need at best 
be that he employed his competence 
and skill according to his ability 
and Judgment; that he wa* the 
commander of an army that won 
a war; that he wa* praised and 
rewarded 
by his commander-in- 
chief, Harry Truman. At that point 
he need say nothing more. 


However, if Truman insists 
that Eisenhower did hadly at 
Berlin or Prague or anywhere 
else, we must a sk why he did 
not say so at the time. 
Why 
did he not court-martial General 
Eisenhower at the time? The 
Supreme Court has held that 
the President has the power to 
convene a court - martial.

Politics And Rent 
It looks as if the Republicans 
have paved the way for removing 
rent controls at exactly the wrong 
time.

Michigan has completed a survey 
showing that rent control was a 
paramount issue in deciding the 
1948 election — a fact that has 
strategists in both parties wonder­ 
ing lf it may happen again.

News reported that rent increases 
ranging up to 140 per cent followed 
a 5-to-4 vote by the city council to 
end controls.

Judging by 
the list of names the Stevenson 
managers gave out as. “swinging” 
toward the Democratic nominee, It 
is probable that a majority voted 
Democratic in the last 20 years 
anyhow. It would be interesting to 
know 
their 
previous 
affiliations, 
especially in 1944 and 1948. 
There has, of course, been a swing 
of so-called "intellectuals” to Stev­ 
enson. That’s natural. For many 
of the "intellectuals” are super­ 
sensitive on the McCarthy issue and 
not a few of them have been sym­ 
pathetic with the opposition side. 
In that respect, Governor Stevenson 
is a logical beneficiary of their votes. 
Used Pressman's Language 
In his Detroit speech last week, 
the Illinois governor gave substan­ 
tial evidence as to why he is at­ 
tracting the so-called "intellectuals." 
After describing the 1934 depression 
—which he attributed not to world­ 
wide causes, as disinterested testi­ 
mony has since proved, but to the 
Republican administration in Wash­ 
ington—he said: 
“It is little wonder that across 
th* land men and women—and es­ 
pecially the young—began to drift 
toward the terrible conclusion that 
free government had reached ehe 
end of its rope. 
“Reaching out for a solution—any 
solution — the Communist agents 
found ready convert* among the un­ 
employed, the farmers, the workers. 
It was then that so many Intellec­ 
tuals, witnessing the devastation of 
capitalism and the menacing rise of 
Hitler, became entangled in the 
Communist conspiracy.” 
When the governor speaks of “in­ 
tellectuals” becoming entangled in 
communism and gives the reasons, 
it is an odd coincidence that his 
researchers gave him almost the 
very same language as was used by 
Lee Pressman, general counsel of 
the CIO and a confessed Commun­ 
ist, in his testimony before the 
House Un-American Activities Com­ 
mittee on August 28, 1950, when he 
said: 
“In the early 1930’s, Mr. Chair­ 
man. as you may recall, as well as 
other members of this committee, 
there was a very severe depression 
In our country. The future looked 
black for my generation Just emerg­ 
ing from school. At the same time, 
the growing specter of nazism in 
Germany presented to my mind an 
equally grave threat. In my desire 
to see the destruction of Hitlerism 
and an improvement in economic 
conditions here at home, I Joined 
the Communist group in Washing­ 
ton about 1934.” 
It was testified by two witnesses 
before 
congressional 
committees 
that Alger Hiss was a member of 
this same “group.” 


Mr. Pressman says he left the 
“group” a year later and “discon­ 
tinued any further participation in 
the group from that date till the 
present.” But on further question­ 
ing, he conceded that it did not 
mean he had severed all connections 
with the Communist party. His 1950 
testimony continued: 
“Mr. Pressman: Over the past 
number of years I have had con- J 
tacts and dealings with known 
leaders of the Communist party 
whom I have met from time to time. 
“Mr. Tavernier 
(counsel!: And 
what was the nature of those con­ 
tacts which you have mentioned? 
Discussed Their Viewpoints 
"Mr. Pressman: They would dis­ 
cuss with me their viewpoints, their 
recommendations, and suggestions, 
with respect to organizational ac­ 
tivities of the CIO while I was 
counsel for the CIO. I discussed 
those problems with these people. 
When they made recommendation* 
or suggestions which I deemed to 
be of assistance or helpful to th* 
CIO, I accepted them. 
“I state here now, as categorically 
as I can. that at no time from 1938 
until 1948 did I Uke instructions or 
directives from anyone; including 
these leaders of the Communist 
party, which were contrary to th* 
esUbltshed policy of the CIO." 
On the executive board, however, 
which originally ‘ established’’ the 
CIO's policies, House committee tes­ 
timony shows there 
were 
many 
Communists—a majority 
at on* 
time. 
The depression, moreover, had 
long since been over by 1948, when 
Mr. Pressman still had not severed 
all connections wifh the Communist 
party. The Democratic administra­ 
tion had been in power for 16 year* 
and presumably had brought “re- 
covery” to the nation, but here la 
an “intellectual" who occupied a key 
position in 
the 
American 
labor 
movement and atm thought well 
enough of the Communist leaders to 
sit down with them and take their 
advice on certain matters. 
Those “intellectuals” in America 
who either became Communists or 
fellow travellers and remained with 
the "Commie” side for years after­ 
ward cannot be apologized for on 
the ground that America had a "Re­ 
publican depression.” Any person 
educated under the flag of the 
United states—especially an “intel­ 
lectual"—should never have fallen 
for the idea that “free government 
had reached the end of its rope” In 
America. 
Many of the so-called “intellec­ 
tuals” have been in the forefront of 
the attack on McCarthy recently 
and many of them now are flocking 
to the Stevenson standard, where 
evidently they wUl receive a sympa­ 
thetic welcome. 
In Wisconsin for every so-called 
“intellectual” who voted against Mc- 
j 
earthy, there were probably many 
anti-Communist 
Democrats 
who 
crossed over into the Republican 
primary to uphold the Junior sena­ 
tor from Wisconsin. And for every 
one of those so-called “indepen­ 
dents" who are swinging to Steven­ 
son now. it is safe to assume from 
the Wisconsin pattern that there 
will be throughout the nation many 
more Democrats swinging toward 
Eisenhower on November 4 because 
of the soft approach to the “Com­ 
mie" 
issue 
taken 
by 
Governor 
Stevenson.

"We know more right now about 
what is required of a space ship 
than the shipbuilders of Columbus’ 
Day knew about what makes a sail­ 
ing ship seaworthy, But Columbus 
dared—and he got here." 
Dr. von Brain, now technical 
director of the U. S. Guided Missile 


Development Group, told the Hay­ 
den 
Planetarium 
Conference 
or. 
Space Travel that the first space 
flight "will become a reality be­ 
cause of its tremendous potential as 
a deterrent of war.” 
For the first soace station, he ex­ 
plained, will have telescopic cameras 
and radar scopes to "take the most 
detailed pictures of any suspect area 
on the face of the earth at least 
once every 24 hours—pulling up the 
Iron Curtain no matter where they 
lower it.” 


And when it comes down to cases, 
Dr. von Braun said, the space sta­ 
tion "is also a launching Dlatform 
for guided missiles—including atom­ 
ic bombs—against which there can­ 
not be good counter-measures.” 
To cross the space frontier, the 
German expert said, we must first 
develop a reliable, piloted three- 
stage rocket capable of carrving 36 
tons of payload in its third, or 
smallest stage - a unit that has 
wings like an airplane 
The third stage could be built and

booster’’ stages—big rocket engines 
that would drop off en route—could 
be developed by trial-and-error and 
by firing teat rockets during the 
next ten years. 
Dr. von Braun said the plans 
would "cost millions now—but save 
billions later on.” 
But another expert—Dr. Milton 
Rosen, who developed the American 
"Viking" rocket that roared up to 
136 miles altitude several years ago 
—warned that space-flight plans are 


based on a pinch of scientlfi; know­ 
ledge and a big dose of guesswork. 
And he added: 
"I can hardly conceive of anything 
that would do more ha.to to this 
country's defense effort, and to the 
cause of space flight itself, than for 
the U. S. to undertake any one of 
the fantastic projects for a space 
ship that have been proposed in the 
last few years ” 
Unmanned rockets like the two- 
stage "WAC Corporal” have climbed 
to 236 miles. Dr. Rosen admitted. 


and today a rocket could cany * 
man 50 miles up and probably bring 
him back safely. 
But for flights above 50 miles—or 
to a space station—or to the moon— 
iDr. Rosen argued that the problems 
are immense. 


If you were a passenger on such 
a flight, he said, takeoff accelera­ 
tion might crush your body, or make 
your tongue so heavy it strangled 
you.

In a full page advertisement a p p e a r i n g in 
Monday's Cumberland, Md., newspapers, the Com­ 
pany once again demonstrated its low regard for the 
intelligence of Westvaco strikers. 


The meeting called in Washington last week­ 
end was not, as the ad says, called by the Union to ob­ 
tain additional evidence of an unfair labor practice 
charge against the Company, it was called for the 
specific purpose of asking the Company to bargain 
over the terms of the mill reopening at Williamsburg, 
as Westvaco is required to do by law. 


UPA's unfair labor p r a c t i c e charge against 
Westvaco will be determined by the United States 
government, not in any paid advertisement in a news­ 
paper. The Union didn't submit its well-documented 
charge to the Westvaco Publicity Department but to 
the National Labor Relations Board. 


Westvaco implies that the Union is not acting 
sincerely in bringing its General Counsel to the bar­ 
gaining table. Yet management has had a lawyer at 
the bargaining table ever since negotiations started; 
and Company spokesmen admit that every bargain­ 
ing session has been discussed with their own legal 
staff in New York. 


While all the parties were in Washington last 
weekend, the Union took the opportunity to again ask 
the Company to discuss the issues and bargain in an 
attempt to reach an honorable settlement and thereby 
end the strike. 


The first answer out of the hat, given by the 
chief Company spokesman, was that the Company has 
not changed its position in anyway since the strike start- 
ed. Certainly this was no example of the flexible give- 
and-take which is part and parcel of free collective bar­ 
gaining. 


In reply to Union questioning, the Company ad­ 
mitted that employees have coming to them under the 
cost-of-living at least a cent and one-half or two cents 
more than the hest Company offer so far. 


UPA General Counsel Samuel Rothbard termed 
this revelation "shocking." He told the Company that 
in every single industry in the Nation, every Company 
of any substantial size had offered at least the amount 
due under the cost-of-living and in many cases sub­ 
stantially more. 


The Company still insists upon ramming its 
union-busting terms down our throats. 


UPA has conducted this strike in a peaceful and 
responsible manner, endeavoringbyeverymeansavail- 
able to reach a reasonable and honest settlement. We 
sincerely call upon the Company to followthis example. 


lf the Company will act in this manner, we are 
confident that an agreement can be reached, the strike 
ended, and differences reconciled to the mutual advan­ 
tage of the Company, the communities involved and 
Westvaco employees.

Hygiene Rules 


Resolution Follows 
City's Requirements 


T he Allegany County B oard of 
Commissioners, sitting as a Board 
of Health, 
yesterday 
adopted 
a 
seven-page resolution Immediately 
estab lishing 
regulations 
on 
the 
hygiene of housing. 
These regulations coincide w ith 
sim ilar restrictions which have b een 
in effect in the City of Cum b er­ 
land for some years. 
Free From Vermin 
In general the resolution pro­ 
vides every dwelling b e kept clean, 
free from vermin and rodent in­ 
festation and in a condition fit for 
hum an hab itation. T he resolution 
also provides tha t correction of any 
d e f^ t b e at the expense of the 
property owner 
b y 
charging 
the 
property with a lien. 
W henever any dwelling or any 
b uilding, structure, excavation, b usl- 
ne.ss pursuit, m atter, condition or 
thing in or ab out a dwelling or the 
lot on which it is situated or the 
plumb ing, sewerage, drainage, light 
or ventilation is found b y the health 
officer to b e detrim ental to life 
or health, the health officer may 
order corrective mea.sures. If such 
an order is not complied w ith in 10 
days, the health officer shall see 
tha t the work is carried out a t the 
expense of the property owner. 
Daily Fine Provided 
Any person violating any pro­ 
visions of the order shall b e guilty 
of a m isdem eanor and upon con­ 
viction shall b e sub ject to a fine 
of $5 or Im prisonm ent two days 
and a further fine of $2 per day and 
im prisonm ent for one day so long as 
the failure shall continue. 
A num b er of rules and regu­ 
lations 
are 
included 
in the new 
resolution. 
For Instance, one req uirem ent is 
tha t the b asem ent or cellar of any 
dwelling shell b e dry and ventilated 
and shall b e kept free from rub b ish 
accum ulation and rodent Infesta­ 
tion. W here more than two persona 
occupy any dwelling u n it food shall 
not b e cooked or prepared In any 
room used for sleeping purposes. 
All 
plumb ing, w ater closets an d 
other plumb ing fixtures in every 
dwelling shall b e m aintained in 
good order and repair. 
A nother rule is tha t every dwell­ 
ing shall b e provided w ith recep­ 
tacles to contain all garb age, rub ­ 
b ish and ashes. The floors and walla 
of every dwelling shall b e kept free 
from dampness.
